William Overstreet, 51, is a star route 
mail carrier out. of Fimer, a small town in northeast Myssouri, and is 
also the city marshal. The newspaper describes him as a man “not giv- 
en to éxaggeration® and one who had taken little stock in UR stories 
until his ae ia with one's. 


SKYLOOK! Ss editor. wrote. to Mr. Ocetetrees: sanGe ‘asked for a personal 
report of his encour s and his. letter in reply is so well-written, 
we are giving his ‘story an his own words, a Ss. follows: 


In'‘regards to von Letbes about the UFO that I saw March 4, 1969, 
at 6:40 a.M. on Wgenway. Jy 4 miles west of plone. Moe 3 is. what 
happenede 


Iwas traveling east approaching Bast Fork Bottom when. I noticed 
a large red ‘object about-one half mile to the right of: me,~in ‘the field. 
It was traveling north and I was going east. When it came upon the 
road in front of me, it turned’ the Same way 1 was going. Judging: from 
the width of the road, the object was about 100 feet.across. Tpe low- 
er edge of the red glow was about 50 feet above the ground. I+ seemed 
to sto»v for a seconé as. eit. turned the - same. direction as’ I was” going. 


As i Cuie closer to it, a “real ‘strong wiite: light. came -down upon 
the roud in front of me. The light was full width at the top and came 
to @ spot about 8 feet across on the road, ‘Tye light.magnified the 
chat on the highway to. about size of golf balls.

The’ heat came through the wind+*- 
shield of my truck so bad that it felt like I was. sitting out in the 
sun c.: 4 aot summer day with the ear BL aSoee rolled: Up.

We are grateful to Mr. Overstreet for this personal report which 
contains more details than the newspaper accounts. As startling as 
this encounter must have been, he kept his wits about him and was 
able to give an excellent description of what happened. 


_ On March 11 "The Macon Chronicle- Herald" had more to add to their 
first revort.on March 5: " * * * all was quiet for a few days until. 
last night when sightings (at a great ‘distance ) were He noEre? all 
over Macon County and in several nearby towns." 


Nurerous reports of star-like UFOs came in to Macon from Atlanta, 
Giffor., New Boston, Ethel, Elmer and that area. The objects were 
estimaved to be from one-half mile to’ a mile high and were white or 
‘varying in their color.. 


Citizen band radio people also Seporied Lights from Fulton, Cameron, 
Iaclede, Brookfield, Winigan and Macon, Most of the sightings were of 
very slowly moving objects but one report described an extremely fast 
Moving object that went southwest from the north part of the county 
‘and was Sighted over Brookfield and near Cameron before it started 
coming back. this wa ay (Macon):-and was last seen over Laclede. 


The Federal Aviation Administration station at the Kirksville air- 
port had two reports Tyesday night, March 4. Art Buchanan, who lives 
at Greentop, Mo., and is a pilot, reported he followed an unusually 
strong white light as it flew west from Greentop.

UFO Reports from Greene County, Myssouri -----—by Ted Phillips, Jr . 


. On February 21, 1969, I spent considerable time talking with Greene 
- County Sheriff's Deputies, especially Frank Gilmore. . 


. Deputy Gilmore had:a good sighting on Jan. 2nd, 1969. He and an- 
ther deputy were called to a location near Springfield where a UFO 
had been sighted. Type object was some. 300. to 400 feet from them. 
They were at: the top of a hill and almost level with the hovering 
object. It appeared.as a glowing'white disc. While the officers 
were watching, a single engine aircraft flew into the area and cir- 
led the object and flew. over ..the UFO. At this point, estimating the 
wing-Span of the aircraft at about 20 feet, Gilmore said that the 
aircraft passed within 500 feet of the object which he estimated to 
_be at least eight times the width of. the aircraft wings (160 feet). 

Tne object finally flew away at a nigh rate of speed to the west, 
I am attempting to locate the pilot of the aircraft. » 


On January 14, 1369, an unusual object. was seen by the deputies. 
The object was glowing white and.appeared quite large to the police 
officers, A foreman ‘at the Southwestern Rendering plant, Mr. Charles 
Carter, of Springfield, saw the object as it passed directly overhead, 
‘The object. was close.enough that My.

I+ was noted that-a wealth of UFO information has been published 
since the Condon Report, and the book by Saunders--"UFO's--Yes" 1s 
amonz tne best. The background presented by Saunders. on Condon, Low 
and others, their apparent attitudes and context of their early lec- 
tures and letters leads one to a better understanding of the nature 
of the negative report by the Condon Committee. I+ appears they 
Should have written a treatise on crackpot cases and not bothered 
with all the others. Many of the cases presented by the Condon 
report would lead one to believe a positive rather than negative 
conclusion would be reached, Somehow, it was avoided. Tpis is un— 
fortiwnate for it reduces the Condon report to the status of "just 
another book on IFO's, accompanied by the excuse that all the UFO's 
couldn'+ be explained. 


On the other hand, I believe that the many individuals that made 
up the comiaittee should be congratulated in their attempt to become 
"“UFG experts" in a few months. Tpis phenomena has’ been around for 
quite awhile but real experts are few and far between.
